Cheesemaking on the Farm. 
| ied 

This process, says an exchange, is a sim- 
pleone, and the needs forit are few. 
Every pound of chees requires ten pounds 
of milk, and a ten-pound cheese is about as 
simall a one as can be conveniently made, 


A clean tub which will hold the milk and 
boiler large enough to hold ten gallons 
will be needed. A small press, which any 
swal! boy can make, with a lever to hang 
a stone upon, will also be required, and 
then the ‘know how''is all the rest, 
Making cheese is a chemical operation, 
and depends greatly, like all other such 
work, upon temperature. One cannot be 
safe without a thermometer, as a rule of 
thumb will not be precise enough 

The first thing to do isto bring the 
milk to a temperature of 90 degrees, This 
makes a soft cheese ; a higher temperature 
will makea hard one. The milk may be 
of two milkings—the evening milk, set in 
a deep pail in the cellar, and ‘stirred late 
at night and early in the morning, to keep 
the cream from separating ; and the morn- 
ing milk mixed with it as it is strained 
after milking. lt any cream has risen on 
the evening's milk it may be skimmed off, 
The evenings milk may be warmed to 100 
degrees and then added to the fresh morn- 
ing’s milk, which will be about 80 degrees; 
the whole will then be about the right 
temperature, which is 90 degrees. The 
rennet isthen added, ‘Vhis is the liquid 
made by steeping a piece of the dried 
stomach of a sucking-calf in wai water. 

For one hundred pounds of milk, or 
forty-five quarts, a piece of rennet about 
asJarge as oue’s thumb, or two mches 
long by one inch wide, is put in a quart of 
warm water in the evening, with halfa 
tablespoonful of salt. In the morning 
this liquid is strained into a warm milk 
in the tub and well stured through it. 
The tub is then covered to keep the milk 
warm until the curd is formed, which will 
be in about half an hour, 

As soon as the curd is formed enough to 
cut, a long-bladed knife is drawn through 
it both ways, so as tocut the mass into 
inch cubes, This causes the whey to sep- 
arate, and when this separation has been 
effected the whey is dipped out or drawn 
off and the cure gathered into a mass at 
one side of the tub, the tub being raised at 
one side to cause the whey to drain off, 
The curd remains thus for about an hour, 
until it attains a very slight degree of acid- 
ity, when itis broken up fine with the 
hands, salted with about half an ounce of 
salt to the pound of curd, and putinto the 
hoop. 

The hoop for a ten-pound cheese should 
be about eight inches in diameter and ten 
inches deep. It has neither top nor bot- 
It is placed upon a smooth board or 


tom. 
bench, and the curd is pressed down into 
it with the hands. When the curd is all 
upon it and the 
hoop is put under the lever, which presses 


wn upon a block resting on the cover.

Very little pressure is required, and this 
only until the curd has become solid enough 
to keep its shape. ‘'wenty-four hours in 
the press is quite enough, the cheese being 
turned twice in that time. The cheese is 
then taken out and the outside is rubbed 
with butter and wrapped in a cotton band- 
age, the edges of which are turned down on 
the two faces foran inch orso, ‘The cheese 
is then pl ved in a cool room or cellar, and 
is turned every day for a month, after 
which it should be turned once a week tor 
another month, when it is tit for use.

A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


Chief Constable Ingram Secures a 
Desperate Character. 

Last week we had to record the escape 
of a man named Charles Gilbert from the 
guard-room of the barracks, who had been 
captured by Chief constable Ingram on 
information received by Major Dowling 
from Chief McMilian of Brandon who 
stated that there was a warrant out for 
his arrest as a horse thief and that he was 
a ‘desperate character.’ 

On that occasion Chief McMillan seems 
to have overreached himself a little. The 
principal charge against Gilbert is not 
one of horse stealing but of murder com- 
mitted in Dakota, and the apparent reason 
why McMillan did not state as much in 
his telegram to Major Dowling is that 
there was a large reward offered tor his 
capture and the less known about that 
by his captor, the better for the man who 


can take the prisoner in fetters back to 
Dakota. 


Whether Chief MeMillon had this in 
mindor not must be a matter of con- 
jecture but he deserved to have it thought 
of him when he failed to give the primary 
charge against Gilbert to the officers at 
Calgary. 

As is known the prisoner esaped by a 
desperate run from the barracks, exposed 
to the fire of the 9th battalion and a plunge 
into the Bow on the night of the storm 12 
days ago.

With very little 
trouble he ascertained that a boat had 
been passing Walker's mill about the 
time in question with a man paddling 
desperately in it. Following the clue he 
ascertained that McGillis’ boat had dis- 
appeared in the night ofthe storm and 
had not been seen since. 

The rest of the story may be learnt from 
Gilbert himself. After securing the boat 
he padéled inthe raging storm as far as 
the Government farm where the boat 
swamped, Near the government farm 
however he found another boat belonging 
to a settler named Thompson, and jump- 
ing into it he gained the mouth of Pine 
Creek on saturday afternoon. More dead 
than alive he sought there for something 
to eat and some clothes. He traided off 
his backskin shirt for a coat, vest and 
boots and finally found work hewing logs, 
at Bannister's, 

About three o'clock a morning or two 
later a loud knocking was heard at Mr, 
Bannister's door, and on his inquiring who 
was there he was answered that a neigh- 
bor's horse had colick and medicine was 
needed, He unbarred the door and imme- 
diately Constable Ingram, who had hunted 
his man down at last strode into the house 
and, entering an inner room, fastened the 
handcuffs on the half dazed Gilbert and 
led him outside, As Ingram secured his 
man he noticed a loaded revolver at the 
foot of the bed and like a peace-loving 
citizen, put it into his pocket for fear of 
accidents, Next day he brought his 
prisoner back to the guardroom and had 
him firmly secured. 

Chief Mc Millan of Brandon arrives here 
today to look after the man aud he may 
take a lesson from occurences that a man 
will be more securely guarded in most 
cases in proportion as the charge against 
him is known to be weighty or otherwise. 

The skill with which Ingram traced the 
prisoner and the completeness with which 
he guarded against surprise are worthy of 
the greatest credit, 

The prisoner himself is rather a good- 
looking well-put-up young felfow of 
about 34 years of age, but must bea 
particularly callous specimen of humanity 
if the reports against him are true.

Gen. Custer’s Wife in Dakota. 


Like most people who have gained their 
knowledge of Indians in that direct and 
practical manner, Mrs, Custer does not 
appear to have found much in them or 
their way of life to be admired, She 
grants that under certain circumstances 
they canbe braye, and even self-sacrificing, 
but they fundamentally cruel 
treacherous. Their enmity towards the 
white race is not only fixed and deadly, 
but essentially barbarous. ‘They are not 
content with merely killing a white man, 
they delight to torture him to death by 
inches, and to tear the upart 
burn it afterwards. Their treatment of 
prisoners, especially women, is shocking 
and Mrs. Custer was in imminent fear 
always of falling into their hands.
